IMPORTANT DECISION OF THE SU- 
PREVE UVURT. 

| Among the decisions handed to us on 
yesterduy by Mr. Jackson, the reporter 
of the supreme court, was that of Mc- 
Math vs. the state. We do net allow it 
to appear in this morning's issue for the 
reason that the questions discussed, are 
of such character as not to grace a news- 
} paper. Yet one of the principles decided 
‘g sO important that we deem it proper 
to give it to the public in this manner. It 
will be recollected that for some time 
past quite a discussion has been going on 
in this state, as to the extent to which ju- 
rics are judges of the law in criminal 
ceses. The supreme court has several times 
held that they were bound by the law as 
given them in char ;e by the court; that 
they were only judges of the law so far 
as to apply the law thus received from 
the court, to the facts presented by the 
testimony. That a court verdict was the 
result of this application. At the session 
of the legislature before the 
last, Mr. Peavy, of Merriwethcr, 
succeeded in having a bill pasecd, mak 
ing the juries absolute judges of the 
law independently of what might be 
charged by the court. This bill was ve- 
tced by the governor, and thus failed to 
become a law. At the last session, he in- 
troduced a similar bill which failed to 
pass. It wa3 to this measure that our 
senator, Mr. .Howell,.. offered an 
amendment providing :taat . it should be 
lawful for the judges to be present inthe 
court room upon the trial of criminal 
cases. 

Under these decisions of the supreme 
court, the judges of the superior courts 
in some of the circuits have forbidden 
cuunsel to read law to the jury upon the 
trial of criminal cases. We believe this 
has been the ruling of the distinguished 
judge of this c'rcuit, the Hon. Jno. L. 
Hopkins. Upon this subject, in the 
case now under discussion, the supreme 
court, Warner, chief justice, delivering 
the opinion, uses this language: 

“On the argument of the defendant’s 
case before the jury, his counsel, when 
about to read some law to them, which 
had been read to the court, forthe pur- 
pose of applying it to the facts, the 
ourt stopped him, and held that he 
must read the law.tothe court, and re- 
fused to allow him to read any law tothe 
jury, and that refusal to allow him to 
read any law to the jury is assigned as 
error.

H. J. Huck lost everytning but his house. 
Eighteen bodies were found yesterday, 
and search will be continued until all the 
dcad are deposited in their last resting 
place. You can’t imagine the extent of 
the disaster. Nothing short of the details 
will givea proper knowledge. Numbers 
of persons were out on rafts for hours, 
but in many cases were not saved. Wm. 
Taylor, on trial for murder, was let out 
of jail to prevent his being drowned, and 
made his escape. All the churches in 
the town are swept away. The court 
house issafe with 150 persons, Capt. 
Sam Brown and two of his family were 
saved. They took refuge in the light 
house and were thereby saved. Brown 
is now the only surviving pilot 
on Matagorda bay, and there is no pro- 
tection in front of it. It has about one 
thousand inhabitants, and the loss, it 
seems, is fully one-fifth. Fears are en- 
tertained that Rockford, Matagorda, and 
Corpus Christi have suffered. Over 200 
lives have been lost. A Picayune 
extra has the following: 

‘“‘SABINE Pass, VIA ORANGE, 
Sept. 21—This city is  submer. 
ged and considerable damage has been 
done to wharfs and buildings by the ter- 
rific storm through which we have just 
passed. Much loss of stock is reported, 
and the crops in the surrounding coun- 
try have been considerably injured. No 
loss of life, happily, has been so far re- 
ported.”” The little mail steamer, Peli- 
can State, was wrecked in Sabine lake, 
but the passengers and crew were saved. 
Many small crafts haye been blown off 
and capsized. Capt. Cibbs, of the schoon- 
er Truman from New York to Indianola 
with assorted cargo, arrived to-day and 
reports his schooner ashore 15 miles west 
of the pass and a total loss. The gale 
caught him off the pass and the Mis- 
sissippi, and he lost his reckonings. Hus 
crew were in the rigging for twelve hours, 
but were allsaved. No news has been 
received from Calicasien, but the 
worst is feared, as much lighter gales 
have in the past swept the place with 
much loss of life. 

At the pass great destitution prevails. 
The .Vietoria-people hearing of it, nobly 
sent us aS8sistance at once. Information 
from Corpus Christi, reports that town 
safe, they escaped the heayy gale. The 
town of, Soluria is entirely washed away, 
and, telegraph lincs are prostrate for 
mules. 

New Or.zEans, September 21.—The 
Buletia prints an extra, which has the 
following regarding the storm at In- 
dianola: The first of the storm, it seems, 
carrie? away the telegraph lines, and 
thus communication between Galveston 
and Indianola was cut off. Indianola is 
situated on the Matagorda river.

A Retrospec: of the Drama in tke 
South and Signsof its Approach- 
ing Revival. 


[From the New York Tribune, Sept. 14 | 


There are indications thatthe field of 
theatrical enterprise in the southern states 
will be worked somewhat more exten 
sively and vigorously this season than in 

revious seasons fora number of years, 
t is an interesting, profitable, and impor- 
tant business and art domain; and pros- 
perity within its precincts would be ac- 
cepted as a happyaugury for the good 
fortune of the south. In the cities which 
lie to the south af Washington and St. 
Louis—if we except New Orleans—the 
theaters appear to Jack local manage- 
ment, to have no ‘stock companies, and 
to depend on itinerant combinations. 
Thus they are opened and shut spasmod- 
ically, and their health is precarious. 
This was not always so; for, in years be- 
fore the war, Richmond, Charleston, 
Savannab, Montgomery and Mobile were 
excellent theatrical cities, and good 
stock companies as well as the leadin 
stars rarely failed to flourish in all o 
them. About the year 184%, for ex- 
ample, William Rufus Blake, H. A. Per- 
ry. Charles Burke, James Stark, William 
hippendale (the elder), and George Jor- 
dan were’members of the stock company 
—ebgaged and prosperous for the full 
season—of the Richmond theater; and 
this was 4 Ccmpapy that could not easily 
be matched now, inany city of the re- 
public. In 1851 Joseph Jefferson and 
John A. Ku@€? fiiahaged in Charleston, 
and frequently acted in neighboring eit- 
ies. In 1858 the stock company of the 
Richmond  theeter--thepa. mapaged by 
John T. Ford= ra tage Fes g many 
others, Joseph Jefferson, Edwin , Fre 
and Mary Devlin—who subsequently be- 
came the wife of Edwin Booth, It was 
in that scasop, at the Richmond theater, 
that Edwin Booth. appeared as Henry 
the Fifth, Shakspeare’s historical play of 
that name having been then produced 
for the first time in the United States.

In 1873 the former’s average of receipts 
was $1,200 a might, in places where, 
ger 3 years earlier, he used to rejoice 
if, both as manager and actor, he got $200. 
Edwin Booth has not acted in any of 
the Atlantic states south of Maryland for 
over fifteen years; and the probability is 
that his journey through the south this 
season will be quite a triumphal progress. 
Mr. Raymond, as Col. Sellers, is also 
going to make the circuit of the southern 
theaters, and doubt'ess ‘‘they are wait- 
ing for him now.” Mr. Booth will ap- 
pear in Washington, but he will visit all 
the other south Atlantic cities. Col. Sel- 
lers will bein Washington when congress 
meets, end will hold up to legislators a 
glass wherein they may sec the inmost 
part of them. These, and indeed al! the 
prominent actors who visit the south this 
season, go thither under the manaye- 
ment of Mr, Ford, of Baltimore, who is 
a preferred lessee of the southern thea- 
ters, and to whose enterprising plaas is 
mainly duethe approaching revival of 
theatricals on the southern stage.

WARNER, C. J. 
This case came before the court below 
on the trial of a1 issue formed on the 
traverse of the answer of a garnishee to 
@ summons of garnishment. The jury, 
under thecharge of the court, found a 
verdict in favor of-the garnishee. The 
errors assigned, are to the charge of the 
court, and refusal to charge as requested. 
It appears from the evidence in the ree- 
ord, that Rosser was the tax collector of 
Lse county, that Stokes the garnishee, 
was security on his bond, that by an ar- 
rangement between Rosser and Stokes, 
che former was to pay over the money col- 
lected by him as tax, to Stokes, who was: 
to make a settlement with the county 
therefor. On the 22d of September 1872, 
Stokes gave to Rosser a receipt for 
$228.96 tor tax of Lee county for 1872, 
and if any over, to be accounted for to 
him. Rosser was indebted to Morgan, 
the plaintiff, and Stekes agreed that if 
there was any excessof money in his 
hands after settling with the couaty, be- 
longing to Rosser, he would retain it for 
the payment of plaintiffs debt. The 
garnishment was served on Stokes the 
7th of October, 1878, who denied having 
any money or effects in his hands be- 
longing to Rosser, insisting that he had 
paid over all the money. re- 
ceived by him from  MResser as 
tax collector to the coun- 
ty. It also appears from 
the evidence in the record, that 
Rosser himself made some payments of 
tax money,to the county treasury, and 
that there was a receipt found by him 
which enabled him to detect the error as 
to the amount which had been paid over 
tothecounty. After Stokes had made a 
settlement with the county for the tax 
money received by him from Losser, it 
wa3 discovered that Rosser had over 
puid the county $280.00, in other words, 
ona fair settlement ,with him, allowing 
hum his commissions, &c., there was due 
him that amount, and an order was 
passed in his favor for that sum, and the 
plaintiff insists, that inasmuch as the 
county was indebted to Rosser on his fi- 
nal settlement for an over payment of 
tax money, that Stokes, the garnishee, is 
therefore liable to have judgment ren- 
dered agains’ him in favor of the plain- 
tif for that amount. Thecourt charged 
the jury, “‘thatif Stokes was eecurity for 
Rosser on his bond, and acted as his 
agent in recovering and peying taxes to 
the trearurer, and Stokes made most of 
the payments ta the treasurer, and lt9ss- 
cr made some of the payments, and 
after Stokes was served with summons 
of garnishment, he had in his hands any 
money or orders on tbe county paid 
Over to him by Rosser as taxes coilec 
ted by Rosser for the couaty, and he io 
good faith, and wiihout any fraud or 
negligence, paid over the whole to the 
county treasurer, that he was not lable 
to this garnishment.” The request to 
charge by the plaintiif which was re- 
fused; assumed by the law to be, that if 
there was an excess of $280 00 due by 
the county to Rosser, on a final sctile 
ment with him, notwithstanding Stokes, 
the garnishee, had paid over all the 
money he had received from Rosser as 
tax money in good faith to the county; 
thatthe garsishmen, bound that excess 
in his hands, and he was liable tor it. If 
there was an excess of $28) 00 due by 
the county to Rosser after the payment to 
the county. of all tax money receive 
either by, Stokes, or Rosser, such excess, 
was a debt due by the county to Rosser, 
and not a debt due by Stokes, the garni- 
shce to Rosser. In view of the evidence 
contained inthe record, that there was 
no error in refusing to charge as request- 
ed, or inthe charge as given. Let the 
judgment of the ccurt below be affirmed 
inasmuch as Stokes had given to Rosser 
the receipt of the 22d of September, 
1872.

On thetrial of the 
case, the jury, under the charge of the 
court, found averdictin favor of the 
plaintiff for $2,754.52, with twenty-five 
per cent damages on that amount, and 
one thousani dollars attorneys’ fees. A 
motion was made for a new trial, on the 
several grouads stated therein, which was 
granted bythe court on eight of the 
roses taken in the motion, and the de- 
endant insists that the court sLoald have 
granted the new trial on several other 
grounds stated in the motion, which the 
court overruled. When the motion for 
a new trial came on to be heard, tie 
plaintiff made a motion to dismiss it, on 
the ground that the motion for a new 
trial was not made at the termof the 
court at which the trial was had, but was 
made in vacation. It appears from the rec- 
ordjihat at the term of the court at which 
the trial was had, the following order 
was passed: ‘Upon consent of Counsel, 
in open court, ordered that defendant's 
counsel have ten days from the adjourn- 
ment of this court, to make out, perfect, 
and have filed inthe clerk’s office, an 
application for a new trial with original 
brief of evidence ordered to be filed. 
Such motion to be heard at chambers by 
the judge, asifinterm, within twenty 
days, with the right of exceptions to both 
parties. Plaintiff also has the same time 
and terms, with like right of exceptions. 
The court adjourned on the — day of 
January, 1875. On thelist day of Feb- 
ruary thereafter, the judge at chambers 
granted a rule nisi for a new trial, and 
suspended the verdict and judgment un- 
til further order, and set the case for a 
hearing on the 5th of Februa On the

Browa vs. Bernett. Motion, from Sum- 
ter. 


WARNER, C.J, | - 
This was a motion to setaside a decree 
made by acourtof equity in favor of 
Brown, the’complainant against Bennett 
one of the defendants therein. The mo- 
tion to set aside the decree was based on 
two grounds. First, that the defendant, 
Bennet’, had never been served withjpro- 
cess in said case, , because the 
allegations in said bilkmake out no case 
upon which a decreecould have been 
rendered against the defendant Bennett, 
and no prayer in said bill as against him, 
On the hearing of the motion, the court 
from the evidence before it held that the 
defendant Bennett had been served with 
process, andi everruled that ground of 
the motion toset asidethe decree. The 
court sustained the motion toseé aside 
the decree on the ground that there 
was no allegation in said bill charging 
Bennett, aad no relief prayed for against 
him. fowhlich judgment, and decision 
otthe court setting aside sail decree, 
Brown, the complainant, in the bill ex- 
cepted. It appears from the record be- 
fore us, that ihe bill was filed by the 
compluinant} ugaint Furlow, Price 
and l‘urlow, pariners who resice] in the 
county of Sumter, and the defendant,who 
resided in the county of Glyna, in which 
it is alleged, that d:feudant Bennett 
owed complainant five huadred dollars 
to secure the payment of whicb, he had 
execuicd to him a mortgage on a negro 
girl named Margaret; that after the exe- 
Culion and record of said mortgage, the 
defendant, Bennett, placed the said negro 
inthe possession uf Priceto securea 
debt said to be due by him to the firm of 
Furlow, Price & Furlow; that Price, one 
of tue. said firm, ran of said negro, or 
has sold her and secetved the proceeds of 
such sale, whereby she is placed beyond 
the reach of his morigage fi fa; that the 
defendants, Furlow, Price & Furlow, 
pretend th itsaid defendagt, Bennett, con- 
veyed to them said negro, prior to the 
date of said mortgage, to secure them in 
accepting paper tor the defendant, Ben- 
nett, &c., that the defendan', Bennett, is 
insolvent. The prayer of the bill is, 
that the defendants may be compelled to 
produce said negro, and in default there- 
of, that they be decreed to pay the com- 
plainant the amount of bis mortgage 
debt, and that complsinant may have 
such other and further relief in the prom- 
ises asthe court may deem just and 
proper, This bili was filed 9th 
February, 1056. On the hearing in 
October, 1872, the jury found 
a verdict in faver of Furlow, Price and 
Furlow, and against the defendant Ben- 
nett for five hundred dollars,the amount 
of the debt, with interest, and a decree 
was cenicred thereon, 8th March, 1873. 
The court having found that the defend- 
ant Dennett Was served with process, it 
may,well be questioned whether, in con- 
templation of law, he is not to be con- 
sidered as having been before the court 
when the dicree was rendered against 
him, and failing toexcept thereto on the 
ground contained ia his present motion, 
he is not conclud: «dt +y that decree. But 
be that as it may, we are not aware of 
any law which will authorize a court to 
eet aside the decree of a court of equity 
for defective allegations io the 
bill, or for defective pleading, on mo- 
tion, ae may be done as to common law 
judgments, under the provisions of the 
Code. if it appears on the face of the 
proceedings in an equity cause that the 
same are su defective, that no valid de- 
cree could have been rendered thereon, 
then the proper remedy is by a bill of 
review to set aside the decree, and not 
by a mere motiov. as was done in this 
case. As before remarked, we are 
not aware of any law which would 
have authorized the €ourt to have set 
aside the complainaat’s decree cn the 
ground stated in its judgment on a mere 
motion, and for that reason, we reverse 
the judgment setting it aside. 

Let the judgment of the court below 
be reversed.

Lockett vs. DeNeufville et al. Motion 
in Attachment, from Dougherty. 
BLECKLEY, J. 

1. The statute (Code $.3266) requiring 
bond from the plaintiff in attachment, 
with good security, in an amount at least 
double the debt sworn to, contemplates, 
not only that the bond shall be for that 
amount, but that the security shall be 
good for the like amount. Itis not te 
purpose of the statute to exact bond in 
double the debt and security for Icss; 
nor js it the province of the officer who 
takes the bond and judges ot the security, 
to conjecture what may be the probable, 
or the possible, limitof the defendant's 
damages. He is authorized to accept no 
bond for a less dmount than double the 
debt, nor any security except security 
good for at least that amount. 


2. In a proceeding under the act of 
1873, (Code ¢ $271) to verify the suffi- 
ciency of the bond, and to haveit made 
good, if not so already, the officer is to be 
governed by a like standard of security, 
and to pronounce none sufficient which 
is not good for an amount double the 
debt. 

3. In that proceed ng no question of 
amendment can be entertained, except 
amendment of the bonds and of that 
only in so faras may be neccssary to 
make it conform to lawas a bond in sup- 
pot of the attachment as originally 
issued and levied. 

4. If, in such proceeding, an order to 
makethe bond good, be not complied with 
within the time prescribed, the proper 
final order is one declaring the plaiotiff’s 
default, and directing the levying officer 
to dismiss the levy. To order that the 
atttachment ard the levy be Gismissed is 
error. 

Judgment reversed.
